The meeting was called to order, with Mayor Miller presiding,.
Roll call

The reading of the Minutes was dispensed with.

A large group of property owners and business men on Guadalupe Street,
with Nick Hornsby and W, C, Schulle as prineipal spokesmen, came before the
City Council and protested the proposed parasllel parking for the east side
of Guadalupe Street between 39th and 43rd Streets, declaring that,in their
opinion, parallel parking was not the solution to the problem; and offered
in lieu thereof the following suggestions: (1)} that traffic lights be in-
stalled at W45th and Guadalupe Streets and in the center of Guadalupe Street
at 4lst Street to slow down the traffic, and two-hour angle parking on the
eagt slde and parallel parking on the west side of Guadalupe Street be es-
tablished; and (2) that the matter be deferred until Lamar Boulevard and the
intérregional highwey down East Avenue are completed in order to determine
to what extent sald highways will relieve Guadalupe Street of its traffic
load. A petition signed by property owners, business men, customers, and
taxpayers, who use the east side of Guadalupe Street from 19th to 45th Streebs
agking that angle parking be continued, was also received.

Following the discussion, in which it was pointed out that the change
to parallel parking was being inamgurated by the State Highway Department
under authority granted it in the uniform traffic code passed by the last
Leglslature, the group were advised that the City proposes to install traf-
fic lights on Guadalupe Street at 45th Street and in the center of Guadalupe
Street ab Ulst Street in the immediate future. The group then asked fox '
two-hour parking limit on the east side of Guadalupe Street between 39th and
L3rd Streets,

Mrs., Fannle Woods, 1802 Lavaca Street, deciared that as housemother
for student boys at the Unlversity of Texas , she is in a position to lmow
the bad influence it would have on her boys and is opposing it. She also
presented a pelition signed by residents in the neighborhood protesting the
Ch&nge. .

Bill Young, student at the University of Texas, presented g letter
from the Association of Housemothers at the University protesting the change.

Mrs. Lawrence Stevenson, representing the Council of Chmreh Women,
opposed the change,

Miss Ann Smith declared that as owner of four houses affected by the
change, she opposed it on behalf of her tenants.

All property owners or other interested persons having been given an
opportunity to be heard, Councilman Glass moved that the hearing be closed
and the actlion of the Board of Adjustment be sustained and the change be
denied.

Dear Sir:

We, the undersigned, have considered the gpplication of W, 0. ALLY,
for permission to construct, malntain, and operate 2 drive-in gasoline fill.-
ing station and to construct commercial driveways in conjunction therewith,
upon property located at the southeast corner of the intersection of Chicon
Street and Fast 19th Street, which property fronts 65 feet on East 19th Street
and 75 feet on Chicon Street and is known as the north 75 feet of Lot 1, Out-
lot 35, Division B, of the Government Cutlots zdjoining the Original City of
Austin, Travis County, Texas, and the property upon which this filling sta-
tion 1s to be located is owned by W. C. Alff, and we hereby zdvise that the
following conditions exlst:

The property upon which this filling station is to be located is des-
ignated as "C# Commercial Uge District upon the zoning maps of the City of
Austhin.

There are no storm water drainage facilitles in place adjacent to
this property. The storm water and surface drainage from this filling station
will have to be conveyed to a seep well to be constructed on the property of
the applicant,

, We recommend that W. C. ALEf be granted permission to construct, main-
tain and operate sald drive-in filling station and to comstruet curbs, ramps,
and sidewalks in conjunction therewlih, subject to the followlng conditionss
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(1) That all buildings and equipment shall be placed inside of the
property line, correct lines to be obtained before construction starts or
equipment is installed. ILines and grades to be obtained from the Department
of Public Works for entrances and driveways, building lines to be approved
by the Clty Building Inspector. That the applicant shall confer with the
Department of Public Works as to the fubure graies of the sidewalks and
gutters on the adjacent streets before he starts any construction relative
to the filling station,

(2) That only underground tanks shall be used and that all pumps shall
be so located that it will be impracticable to service motor vehicleg there-
from while said motor vehicles are standing on any part of a sidewalk, street,
or alley.

(3) That the gasoline tanks and pumps shall be an approved type and
shall bear the label of Underwriters Laboratories, Inec,; that all construction
of the filling station improvements shall be in accord with the Building Ordi~ i
nance, the Zoning Ordinance, the Filling Station Ordinance, and in accord
with the ordinance prohibiting the disposal of commercial water or oils upon
the City streets.

(4) That the grades of the station shall be such that no waste water
or oils or any floor washings shall ever pass over. the City sidewalk area and
that all of said olls and water shall be concentrated into a combined greasge
and sand trap, which shall be constructed in accordance with our standard
plan 2~-H-146, and shall be conducted by a pipe connection from said sand trap
into a seep well located upon the property of the applicant,

(5) That &ll filling station improvements, pump islands, driveways,
ramps, gutters, sidewelks and curbs shall be constructed of concrete at the
expense of the applicant as set forth upon the plan hereto attached,.which
‘plan bears the Department of Public Works file mumber 2-H-903,. .

(6) Expansion joints shall be constructed as showm upon the plan here-
to attached marked 2-H-903, and shall be of the pre-moulded type.

(7) When the owner considers that he has complied with all the require- ||

ments of the City of Austin for filling stations, he shall apply for a final
inspsction and upon approval, the Bullding Inspector shall issue a Certificate
of Operation before such filling statlion can be put into service,
